Cape Charles jolted by manhunt, escape

Out-of-towners usually are in a hurry to get 
to Cape Charles for a relaxing retreat. But the 
visitor who barreled into town Tuesday, Aug. 
29, didn’t come for a vacation — and was ina 
hurry to leave. 

A high-speed chase that began in Eastville 


ended with the suspect’s sport utility vehicle 
crashing into a tree in Cape Charles’ bucolic 
Central Park while pursued by a town officer’s 
police car. 

The driver jumped from the car, ran off, and 
evaded a search by dogs, drones, and a cadre of 
police agencies into the early morning hours. 

The suspect then apparently helped himself

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Local schools 
to start without 
enough teachers

With schools opening Tuesday, Sept. 
5, Accomack and Northampton counties 
still had 14 teacher vacancies to fill. 

As of Monday, Aug. 28, Accomack 
County’s school system was working 
to fill seven teacher vacancies in its 11 
schools. Northampton’s system had 
seven teacher positions open in its four 
schools. 

Last year, the two school systems had 
19 teaching vacancies to fill less than two 
weeks before students arrived. 

“We’re doing a little bit better than

All Virginians are en- 
couraged to protect water 
supplies by minimizing wa- 
ter use, monitoring drought 
conditions, and detecting 
and repairing leaks.

agriculture are significant to 
the southeastern part of the 
state.” 

Participants toured VIMS’ 
facilities to learn about Vir- 
ginia’s robust aquaculture 
production — Virginia is 
No.1 on the Atlantic coast in 
seafood landings — and how 
oysters and other bivalves help 
clean the Chesapeake Bay’s 
waterways.

THE PAPER’S POSITION 


Arguably the most important issue on the Eastern 
Shore of Virginia right now is a shortage of housing 
stock for all income levels. 

Housing for middle-income earners like teachers, 
first responders, and healthcare workers — sometimes 
called workforce housing — is so scarce that it is crip- 
pling job recruitment for our schools, businesses, and 
more. 

A good community conversation is needed on the sub- 
ject. And that’s exactly what happened on Wednesday, 
Aug. 23, in Nassawadox during a meeting about the fu- 
ture of the former hospital property. 

Northampton’s county administrator said the prop- 
erty needs to be redeveloped or it will become a dump- 
ing ground. And the property qualified for a state grant 
that paid for a site study by an urban planner. 

The site study showed what the property could be- 
come — imagine 100 to 150 housing units, senior liv- 
ing, green areas, and more. Such residential develop- 
ment could spur commercial development. 

We’re glad there was a robust turnout for the meet- 
ing. And some of the questions asked were excellent. 
Some wondered who is going to provide police protec- 
tion for a community at the former hospital site. 

Some were concerned about the density of a planned 
community at the site. But large-lot subdivisions are a 
waste of space and a relic of the past. Smart zoning con- 
centrates housing in a smaller footprint. 

We hope school board members, business owners, and 
large-scale employers become proponents and support- 
ers of more housing for middle-income earners. 

The hospital property isn’t for sale and no formal 
plans for it have been made. But its possibility for hous- 
ing is a conversation worth having — and repeating.

to another vehicle — its doors 
were unlocked and its keys inside 
— and slipped away on one of the 
two roads out of town, unnoticed 
by officers. 

He remained on the lam at 
press time Thursday. Three pas- 
sengers were briefly detained by 
police and released. 

In aremarkable series of social 
media posts, Cape Charles Mayor 
Adam Charney alerted residents 
in the wake of the dinnertime in- 
cident as the suspect apparently 
hoofed it around town. 

Charney’s Facebook posts, ur- 
gent and succinct, were a jolting 
interruption to the tree-lined re- 
sort town’s quaint image of fam- 
ily beach outings and restored 
Victorian homes. 

“Please go inside and lock your 
doors,” he wrote at around 7 
p.m., reporting that a black male 
in a white tank top “was part of a 
crime scene in Central Park and 
he is on foot.” 

It was later discovered that 
the car that skidded into the tree 
in Central Park had been stolen 
from New Jersey. 


‘Saved lives’ 


The chase began began around 
6:30 p.m. on Tuesday, when East- 
ville police attempted to stop the 
black SUV speeding southbound 
through their jurisdiction at 73 
mph in a 55 mph zone. 

Eastville police pursued the 
vehicle after it failed to stop. 
Cape Charles police were notified 
as the vehicle approached Stone 
Road, leading west into town 
from U.S. Route 13. 

Cape Charles police pursued 
the SUV as it entered town and 
continued west on Mason Avenue 
— the town’s main commercial 
thoroughfare. 

The vehicle turned right on 
Peach Street and charged into 
Central Park at its south end. 

A Cape Charles police officer

used his vehicle to force the SUV 
into a tree in the park, ending the 
pursuit. 

The police officer, the driver 
of the SUV, and the SUV’s three 
passengers were uninjured. 

“This officer’s quick reaction 
very likely saved lives,” stated 
a Town of Cape Charles press re- 
lease. 

Immediately following the 
crash, the driver jumped out of 
the vehicle and dashed away. 

A search of the Cape Charles 
historic district ensued and last- 
ed until the early morning of 
Wednesday, Aug. 30. 

The Cape Charles Police De- 
partment was assisted by the 
Eastville Police Department, the 
Northampton County and Acco- 
mack County sheriffs’ offices, 
and Virginia State Police. 


Mayor’s messages 


But it was Charney, the may- 
or, who won the day with his live 
posting about the incident on 
Facebook just before 7 p.m. Tues- 
day. 

Then, about 20 minutes later, 
Charney reported from the scene 
that a police dog and drones were 
being used in the search for the 
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suspect. 

“Just to be clear, so that there 
is no panic setting in, there have 
been no shootings whatsoever,” 
he wrote. 

At approximately 9 p.m., 
Charney stated that residents 
should remain indoors while 
the search continued, and any 
unusual activity should be re- 
ported to Cape Charles police or 
911. 

He called it a “manhunt.” 

The mayor declined to be in- 
terviewed on Wednesday, Aug. 
30, while the investigation was 
ongoing. 

Early that morning, a vehicle 
had been reported stolen in Cape 
Charles. The vehicle had been 
left unlocked, with the keys in- 
side. 

Police believe the suspect left 
town in the stolen vehicle. 

The Town of Cape Charles no- 
tified residents at 8:45 a.m. on 
Wednesday that the search had 
ended and they could resume 
normal activity. 

Residents also were advised 
via press release not to share un- 
verified information, and any- 
one who witnessed the incident 
should report to the Cape Charles 
police department. 


Teacher shortage

last year,” said Amber Johnson, human resources 
assistant at Northampton County Public Schools. 

“The schools are being very creative” when it 
comes to filling teacher vacancies, said Accomack 
County Public Schools superintendent Rhonda 
Hall. 

Both counties budgeted an average raise of 7% 
over last year for full-time staff, according to their 
financial officers. For Accomack County, the start- 
ing salary for a teacher with a bachelor’s degree is 
$48,000. In Northampton, teacher salaries start at 
$47,098. 

In Accomack schools, retired teachers are serv- 
ing as long-term substitute teachers, Hall said. 

Some teachers have taken on extra instructional 
time in return for more compensation, she said. 

“They give up their planning (blocks). That 
helps us to compensate for not having an English 
teacher or a math teacher,” she said. 

Accomack has continued to hire staff from Ja- 
maica, Columbia, the Philippines, and other coun- 
tries through organizations that vet international 
instructors, helping to fill classrooms, Hall said. 

The school system was still interviewing appli- 
cants to fill its remaining openings Monday, Aug. 
28. 

Northampton County offers incentives such 
as recruitment bonuses to help attract teachers, 
Johnson said. 

The school system is creating a ride-share pro- 
gram for teachers living in Hampton Roads and 
has ashared housing guide to help teachers look- 
ing for affordable accommodation, she said. 

In addition to teachers, both school systems con- 
tinue to seek bus drivers for the 2023-2024 school 
year. 

“We have the announcement that stays out there 
for bus drivers,” Hall said, adding that Accomack 
schools hired some drivers this summer. 

The county is continuing to use tiered bus runs 
to help address the shortage in drivers, she said, 
but added, “we could use more.” 

“At any school, you’re always going to have 
these recurring things that are hard to fill,” John- 
son said, naming bus drivers and speech patholo- 
gists as examples. 

“We are just glad to be able to fill our class- 
rooms,” Hall said.

$10K speaker for teacher 
opening draws criticism

The speaker at Accomack County 
Public Schools’ Opening Day program 
sparked controversy among some 
teachers attending the school year’s 
kick-off event. 

Luvelle Brown, the Ithaca, N.Y., 
City School District superintendent 
and a member of the Ithaca College 
Board of Trustees, delivered the 
welcoming address to teachers at the 
event on Thursday, Aug. 24. 

Brown has been an educator since 
1997, but more recently sparked 
controversy when Ithaca communi- 
ty members called for him to resign 
after he allegedly injured his son and 
misused his power as superintendent, 
according to published news reports. 

Accomack County School Superin- 
tendent Rhonda Hall said the allega- 
tions against Brown are “unfounded” 
and that the school district chose him 
because “he came highly recommend- 
ed ... (and) vetted through an orga- 
nization” the school system uses to 
reserve presenters, called RocketPD. 

Local school board candidate 
Connie Burford said nine teachers

contacted her after 
Brown’s speech to 
share their disap- 
pointment with his 
message. 

“T did not hear 
his speech. I heard 
what they had to 
say about it,” Bur- 
ford said. “He knew 
Rhonda what he was saying 
Hall was offensive.” 

Opening Day 
is the school system’s division-wide 
kickoff to the school year for teach- 
ers. 

Speakers address Accomack County 
educators during the annual event. 
Past speakers include Adolph Brown, 
known for his “Unconscious Bias, 
Equity, Diversity, and Inclusion” ad- 
dresses, and representatives from the 
Ron Clark Academy, Hall said. 

Many of their talks center on diver- 
sity, including Brown’s, she said. 

“Some of the teachers ... Googled 
him during his opening session and 
they found out that there was a CPS 
(Child Protective Services) allegation 
against him,” Hall said.

looked at the article, they would see 
that it was unfounded.” 

“This is the way that some of the 
teachers felt like they wanted to let 
out some of their frustrations, maybe, 
because of some of the things that he 
said,” Hall added. 

The Accomack school district 
booked Brown to speak in February 
through RocketPD, an organization 
that helps schools coordinate virtual 
and in-person courses and sessions, 
she said. 

His three sessions at the Aug. 24 
event cost $10,000, “which is very 
comparable to other speakers with his 
credentials and credibility,” Hall said. 

“He was highly recommended by 
the organization and he was a present- 
er who had spoken about diversity and 
making sure that teachers work with 
all kids and that they acknowledge 
diversity,” Hall said. 

Allegations against Luvelle Brown 
date back to February 2020, when 
Child Protective Services began an in- 
vestigation into an injury his 8-year- 
old son sustained that Feb. 23, when 
Brown was picking his two children 
up from his ex-wife, who initiated

divorce proceedings in 2013. 

The case was dismissed, but in 
February 2021, more than 120 Ithaca 
community members signed a letter 
to the president of the Ithaca City 
School District Board of Education 
outlining Brown’s alleged abuses of 
power and calling for an investigation 
into the superintendent and the board 
of education, according to an April 
2022 article in The Ithacan. 

Despite the allegations, Brown has 
been praised for his work as superin- 
tendent, receiving the Dr. Effie H. 
Jones Humanitarian Award from the 
School Superintendents Association 
in 2022. 

Brown holds a doctoral degree in ed- 
ucation leadership from the University 
of Virginia. He had served in Virgin- 
ia’s Albemarle County Public Schools 
in the superintendent’s cabinet prior 
to moving to Ithaca’s school district. 

“All kids come from a different 
story and that’s what the speakers 
usually talk about” during Opening 
Day, Hall said. 

But Burford said one teacher de- 
scribed Brown’s break-out sessions as 
“awful” and “demoralizing.” 

“With all the options that we have 
out there, we could’ve done a much 
better job,” she said of the choice of 
speaker for the event.

A mystery in the oysters 


Scientists probe unexplained die-off of farm-raised oysters in the Chesapeake Bay

For several years, an unexplained die-off of farm- 
raised oysters from the Chesapeake Bay to the Gulf 
of Mexico has perplexed industry members and the 
scientific community. 

What they do know: The bivalves tend to die 
between May and early July. Most of the victims are 
market-size oysters or nearly there. And it mainly 
lays waste to triploid oysters, the type favored by 
farmers — and many diners, whether they realize 
it or not — for their faster growth and higher meat 
quality. 

Researchers with the Virginia Institute of Ma- 
rine Science are trying to uncover the cause before 
it seriously disrupts the state’s burgeoning $60 
million oyster aquaculture sector. 

Responding to the industry’s growing calls for 
answers, the National Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration has awarded $300,000 to the insti- 
tution to sift through clues turned up by fresh field 
surveys and lab experiments. 

“There’s a lot about oysters we don’t know yet,” 
said Bruce Vogt, president of Big Island Aqua- 
culture, an oyster farm based in a creek near the 
mouth of Virginia’s York River. He estimated that 
he loses 30—40% of his triploids annually to the 
mysterious die-off. “It’s critical we get an under- 
standing of this.” 

Between 2013 and 2018, the number of active 
oyster farms in Virginia more than doubled, from 
60 to 134, according to newly released U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture data. 

The businesses lease plots of the bottom of the 
Bay and tidal rivers from the state, typically raising 
the oysters in cages or in bags on floating racks 
until they’re ready to be harvested. 

Supporters say the industry’s benefits extend 
beyond pure economics. They point to research 
showing how the bivalves filter out nutrients and 
silt, the two main drivers of water-quality declines 
in the Bay. 

The phenomenon was first reported in 2012. Most 
aquaculture operations reported die-offs for around 
30% of their oyster stock, but some in the lower end

of the Chesapeake saw losses of 50-85%. 

Such die-offs aren’t out of the ordinary for oys- 
ters, said Hamish Small, who is heading the VIMS 
study. 

The bottom dwellers are known to succumb in 
large numbers to insults such as diseases, toxic al- 
gae blooms, sudden drops in dissolved oxygen, and 
too much or not enough salt in the water. 

“Much like us, they’re constantly dealing with 
stress of some sort,” Small said. 

But the die-offs that began in 2012 were differ- 
ent, he explained. Growers couldn’t connect it to 
any of the typical causes. VIMS researchers were 


similarly confounded when they conducted their 
own analysis of oyster health at five sites in the Vir- 
ginia portion of the Bay in 2014-15. Nothing fit. 

The Chesapeake region isn’t alone. Significant 
losses at oyster farms in the Gulf of Mexico have 
also sparked extensive research efforts, with few 
answers to show for it. 

VIMS is no stranger to triploids. In fact, their 
existence can be traced to the work of now-retired 
VIMS researcher Stan Allen, who first selectively 
bred oysters to have three sets of chromosomes 
instead of two (hence the “tri” in triploid).

The innovation rendered the bivalves sterile, tamping 
down concerns that they might overpower native oysters. 
And with reproduction removed from the equation, trip- 
loids were free to spend most of their energy on growth, 
resulting in more meat inside the shell. 

Today, the extra-chromosome invertebrates are the 
backbone of the aquaculture industry, representing about 
nine out of 10 oysters in the farmed marketplace, Small 
said. 

There is no evidence that surviving triploids present 
any danger to people who consume them, experts say. 

To get to the bottom of what’s behind the die-offs, 
Small and his team are casting a wide net. They plan to 
dig deeper than the 2014-15 study, “looking under the 
hood of the gene expression” for clues, said fellow VIMS 
researcher Ryan Carnegie. 

The lab work will test one of the leading theories: 
that something has gone awry with the oysters’ genetic 
lines. Triploids are typically produced at hatcheries from 
bivalves bred and reared especially for the task of making 
more oysters. 

If the research indeed uncovers a hitch in the code, 
then researchers could use those findings to build up 
greater resistance in the breeding program, Small said. 

Perhaps something in the environment is tripping 
those genetic switches. The only way to truly know that, 
Small said, is to observe oysters growing on real-life, 
tidewater farms. 

So, since March, VIMS researchers have been raising 
their own oysters at two locations: Big Island on the Bay’s 
Western Shore and Cherrystone Aqua-Farms on the East- 
ern Shore. 

“Comin’ in hot!” A.J. Verderame, a field manager, 
called out as he dumped a bag of oysters onto a table 
perched on the deck of a small workboat, making a noise 
like dozens of dice being rolled at once. 

He was joined by Small and two fellow researchers, 
Hannah Brown and Leslie Youtsey. Each had their own 
task: slicing up samples of oyster meat, measuring shell 
widths, gathering water salinity and temperature read- 
ings, counting live and dead oysters. (The dead are often 
slightly open or, if still shut, make a hollow sound when 
tapped against a hard surface.) 

The oysters are reared in mesh bags enclosed in float- 
ing cages, just beneath the water’s surface. In the begin- 
ning, each bag contained 250 oysters. During a midsum- 
mer visit by the researchers to Cherrystone, some of the 
bags had lost a couple dozen or so besides those culled 
for lab work. 

In other words, it was shaping up to be another typi- 
cal season on a Virginia oyster farm. But, of course, the 
study’s goal is to improve on that.

Upper Shore 


Captain Matt Abell, at the Sea 
Hawk Sports Center, was promot- 
ing the trophy red drum fishery 
going on in the lower and middle 
Chesapeake Bay, saying that the 
majority of the action has been oc- 
curring from Watts Island south to 
Cape Charles. 

However, a good number of reds 
have come from the vicinity of the 
target ships off Tangier, as well as 
the area around Buoy 72 above the 
Maryland state line. Fifteen to 30 
feet seem to be the most productive 
fishing depths. 

Action in the bay’s shallow wa- 
ters is yet to take off, but Spanish 
mackerel schools continue to prowl 
the mid-bay channel edges. 

On the seaside, flounder continue 
to provide decent action inside the 
inlet on the flood tide, as well as 
over the ocean wrecks. 

Further offshore, black sea bass 
action has picked up on the deep wa- 
ter wrecks, while trollers working 
the waters around the Washington 
and Norfolk canyons have had suc- 
cess with tuna, mahi mahi, and bill- 
fish.

Captain Lindsay Paul, of the 
charter vessel Almost Persuaded, 
phoned in saying that the flounder 
fishing out of Wachapreague con- 
tinues to hold steady, with some 
anglers continuing to catch their 
limits of fish. 

The best action continues to oc- 
cur near the top of the tide when the 
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water is at its clearest. Live min- 
nows fished in tandem with Berkley 
Gulps continue to be the productive 
bait combinations. 

The ocean wrecks are still pro- 
ducing flounder and black sea bass, 
as well as some gray triggerfish and 
small mahi mahi in the mix. Blue 
water trollers are finding some yel- 
lowfin tuna, with the occasional 
billfish and mahi mahi, while deep 


droppers are doing well with catch- 
es of tilefish. 


Lower Shore 


Dan Bell, at Oceans East — East- 
ern Shore, told me that there are 
plenty of cobia being seen cruising 
the surface, but the bite remains 
very slow. Areas that are still hold- 
ing cobia include the pilings of the

Chesapeake Bay Bridge-Tunnel, the 
lower bay and inshore ocean buoys, 
and the Inner Middle Grounds all 
the way up to Plantation Creek. 

Dan said that he remains hopeful 
that the bite will pick up before the 
season comes to a close, but as of 
now, it remains a “challenge.” 

The sheepshead bite has turned 
back on, with some fish in the ci- 
tation size range, as well as medi- 


um-sized black drum being caught 
around some of the bridge-tunnel 
pilings and around the rocks of the 
third island. The third island is 
also producing tautog in increasing 
numbers and size. 

The evening red drum bite re- 
mains productive from 9-Foot Shoal 
up to the Cell. The late summer 
speckled trout run is in its early be- 
ginnings in Hungars and Plantation 
creeks, but most of the fish have 
been on the small side. Look for the 
influx of larger fish as the water 
temperatures begin to fall. 


Jeb Brady, at Bailey’s Bait & 
Tackle in Cape Charles, confirmed 
that the cobia action has slowed 
“considerably.” He has heard re- 
ports that the number of cobia have 
been on the decrease, and the ma- 
jority of fish seen have not been in- 
terested in taking a piece of bait or 
lure. 

Big red drum are still being 
caught and released on cut bait in 
the evenings along the channel edge 
from Buoy 42 down to Buoy 36. 

Jeb said flounder and triggerfish 
are being pulled from the offshore 


wrecks. He expects to see increas- 
ing numbers of speckled trout and 
puppy drum along the lower shore 
bayside creeks and in the seaside 
grass beds and shell piles. Catch- 
es on the lower shore fishing piers 
have consisted mainly of ribbonfish 
and spot.

September is 
National Honey Month 


September marks Nation- 
al Honey Month, and Virginia’s 
buzzing beekeeping industry of- 
fers plenty to celebrate. 

From early spring until the fi- 
nal harvest in September each 
year, Virginia honeybees produce 
around 250,000 pounds of honey 
from roughly 7,000 colonies. More 
than $2 million worth of honey is 
produced statewide, according to 
2022 data from the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture National Ag- 
ricultural Statistics Service. 

Honey is made from collected 
nectar stored in a honeybee hive’s 
wax comb cells. Adopting the fla- 
vor of its nectar source, popular 
Virginia honey varieties include 
basswood, buckwheat, clover, lo- 
cust, thistle, and wildflower. 

In addition to offering a 
uniquely sweet flavor, honey has 
been used for medicinal purposes 
for millennia due to its antimicro- 
bial properties, according to Mar- 
garet Couvillon, assistant profes- 
sor of pollinator biology and ecol- 
ogy at Virginia Tech. 

Applications for this year’s 
Beehive Distribution Program 
will be accepted Aug. 28 through 
Sept. 12. An online application 
and PDF for mail submissions 
is available on Aug. 28 on the 
VDACS website.

Cooperative holds 83rd annual meeting

A&N Electric Cooperative held its 
83rd Annual Meeting at its Tasley 
headquarters on Thursday, Aug. 24. 
The meeting was broadcast live on 
WESR for co-op members who were 
not able to attend in person. 

At the meeting, cooperative mem- 
bers elected three of their peers to 
serve on its board of directors. 

More than 1,800 cooperative 
members participated in this year’s 
election of directors, either in person 
or through designated proxy. The 
election process was overseen and 
certified by the cooperative’s Creden- 
tials and Elections Committee, which 
is independent of the board. 

In District 1, Gregory L. Duncan 
was elected. This district covers the 
northern areas of Accomack County, 
from Parksley’s northern border to 
the Maryland state line, and includes 
Tangier and Smith islands. 

In District 2, Keith Colonna was 
elected. This district covers the areas 
between Melfa in the south and Parks- 
ley in the north. 

In District 3, W.E. “Ted” Shockley 
III was re-elected. This district covers 
the area just north of Nassawadox in 
the south to just above Melfa in the 
north. 

All three candidates were unop- 
posed and will serve three-year terms 
per the cooperative’s bylaws. 

In addition to the election of 
directors, the cooperative provided 
its members reports on its end-of- 
year financial status, updates on the 
cooperative and what’s ahead for the 
future of the co-op. 


Chairman’s report 


Addison Nottingham, chairman of 
A&N Electric Cooperative’s Board, 
welcomed co-op members in atten- 
dance and those listening at home

through WESR’s live broadcast. 

He reminded members of the coop- 
erative’s tornado response one year 
ago. 

Last August, a waterspout came 
ashore on Smith Island, Md., dam- 
aging homes and breaking several 
electric utility poles. Cooperative per- 
sonnel on nearby Tangier Island were 
able to respond within an hour, isolate 
the damage and restore power to the 
majority of the island with a genera- 
tor located there. 

“Our team on the islands jumped 
into action immediately after the 
storm and were able to isolate damage 
and get parts of the islands back on 
while more help arrived to make nec- 
essary repairs,” said Nottingham. 

He applauded cooperative employ- 
ees for working safely and announced 
that the cooperative had surpassed 
two consecutive years with no lost- 
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time accidents. 

He highlighted the cooperative’s 
most recent Gaff-N-Go Lineman Ro- 
deo team participants and the Gaff- 
N-Grill team, which won first place 
overall and two third place awards 
at the event held in the spring. 

Nottingham announced that the 
board recently voted to return $2.57 
million in capital credits to the 
membership. Nearly all members 
receive capital credits in the form 
of a bill credit, which was applied in 
July. 

In total, the cooperative has retired 
more than $33 million in capital cred- 
its to its membership. 

Nottingham also highlighted local 
youth programs, including two recent 
winners of the Virginia, Maryland, 
and Delaware Association of Electric 
Cooperatives Scholarship fund recip- 
ients and the cooperative’s continued 


support of the Cooperative Youth 
Tour program, which sponsored three 
local youth delegates for a week-long 
trip to Washington D.C. in June. 
Nottingham, who also serves on the 
Members Helping Members Board, 
reported the nonprofit raised more 
than $71,000 and was able to assist 
283 cooperative members with paying 
their electric service bills in 2022. 


President’s report 


President and CEO Butch William- 
son acknowledged the many challeng- 
es that the cooperative is faced with 
but reiterated its commitment to reli- 
able, responsive and efficient service 
at the lowest possible price. 

Williamson touched on the contin- 
ued effects of the COVID-19 pan- 
demic, which have caused supply and

demand strains and material delays 
and placed increased pressure on 
material costs. 

Those rising costs have also affect- 
ed energy prices. 

“Most utility energy costs alone, 
within the region, have seen in- 
creases of as much as 50% or more,” 
Williamson said. “Fortunately, as 
a member of Old Dominion Electric 
Cooperative, we saw much lower 
increases. A&N was shielded with 
hedging strategies that softened 
our costs to the 15-25% range. That 
is the value of being a member of 
ODEC.” 

He happily reported that as of 
Aug. 1 and for the remainder of the 
year, energy prices are forecast to 
decrease. 

Williamson discussed recent up- 
grades through the cooperative’s Ad- 
vance Metering Infrastructure and 
other system improvements which 


have led to quicker response and 
restoration times. He also highlight- 
ed the cooperative’s perpetual task 
of managing trees and vegetation 
growth near power lines, which helps 
reduce blinks and outages. 

“Hundreds of miles of right of 
way were maintained and hundreds 
of trees were removed that had the 
potential to cause issues,” William- 
son said. “Maintaining over 2,500 
miles of line here on the Shore isa 
never-ending mission that we take 
very seriously.” 

He also highlighted the coopera- 
tive’s annual commitment to Arbor 
Day through a member apprecia- 
tion event, which was held this past 
spring at the cooperative’s head- 
quarters. The event saw hundreds of 
co-op members attend and take home 
seedlings to plant. The cooperative 
will also be present at the upcoming 
Eastern Shore Agricultural Fair in 
October. 

Turning to local renewable initia- 
tives, Williamson announced that the 
Cooperative Sunshare program was

recently fully approved by the State 
Corporation Commission and that it 
is now available to residential and 
small commercial members. 

Williamson also announced the 
need to restructure rates to more 
accurately reflect the rising cost of 
service. 

“This reallocation of revenue 
within the current rates is needed to 
coincide with our standard fixed allo- 
cated costs,” Williamson said. “This 
change will assist in stabilizing the 
revenue by reducing the charge on 
the kilowatt hour charge and adding 
it to a fixed monthly access charge.” 

The proposed rate adjustment will 
result in a decrease or an increase to 
a standard, monthly residential bill 
depending on how much energy is 
used in a given month. 

In general, the more electricity 
used, the more the overall bill will 
decrease when compared to the rates 
currently in effect. The cooperative 
anticipates that more than two- 
thirds of the membership should see 
a decrease in their overall, monthly 


bill as a result of the proposed rate 
adjustment, which will not take ef- 
fect until Jan. 1, 2024. 

The cooperative will be provided 
more information on this proposed 
rate adjustment in upcoming editions 
of Cooperative Living Magazine, the 
cooperative’s website anec.com and 
local media outlets. 

“A&N has a lot going on to make 
sure we make sound decisions, meet 
your needs, while providing afford- 
able electric service,” Williamson 
said. “As always, we welcome your 
calls or stop-by to discuss your con- 
cerns or how we can help.” 

Immediately following the Annu- 
al Meeting, the board held officer 
elections, reelecting Addison Not- 
tingham as its chairman, Christopher 
Bott as its vice chairman, and Ralph 
Dodd as the board’s secretary/trea- 
surer.

Schools start without after-school program

Northampton County Public Schools will open 
this month without an after-school child care pro- 
gram in place, but school officials continue to work 
to make the program a reality. 

The school division chose to move forward with 
the YMCA of South Hampton Roads, which runs 
several YMCA locations in Hampton Roads and on 
the Eastern Shore. 

The after-school childcare program is intended 
for children ages 4 to 12 at Occohannock and Kipto- 
peke elementary schools. 

School division leaders are aiming for the pro- 
gram to include instructional and social-emotional 
learning opportunities. 

The cost to families per child is anticipated to 
be $75 a week for YMCA members and $100 a week 
for nonmembers. An income-based YMCA discount 
program could reduce the cost to $40 a week for 
members and $60 a week for nonmembers.

However, YMCA leaders had noted that the orga- 
nization would be unable to subsidize the program 
due to reduced membership since the COVID-19 
pandemic, and they asked if Northampton schools 
could guarantee a minimum participation level. 

The school division distributed a survey in June 
to gauge parent interest in the program. 

Around 100 parents answered the survey with 
“mixed interest,” according to a July report, but 
only five applications for the after-school program 
were received by the Aug. 7 deadline. 

Northampton County Public Schools Chief 
Financial Officer Brook Thomas said on Aug. 24, 
“We had pushed it ... through almost every method 
imaginable,” including the ClassTag parent-teacher 
communication app, Facebook, and a local newspa- 
per. 

The YMCA refunded all of the application fees 
it had received, and YMCA leaders discussed next 
steps with Thomas and Superintendent Lisa Mar- 
tin. 

The YMCA will resume the process of assisting 


Northampton schools in obtaining a license for the 
after-school child care program and approval by the 
department of social services. 

Social services then can share information about 
the possible after-school program with the families 
it serves. 

Social services can cover the cost of the program 
for qualifying families, and “that might be a good 
way to get some more interest,” Thomas said. 

The YMCA will develop a waiting list to keep 
track of program interest, and YMCA representa- 
tives will attend Northampton school events such as 
open house and back-to-school night to promote the 
program, Thomas added. 

The school division will pursue a federal 21st 
Century Learning grant that would help offset pro- 
gram costs for parents. 

Thomas said the initial lack of parental interest 
in the program was “a little disappointing, but we 
have a really good path forward ... and we’ re just all 
going to keep moving in that direction until we can 
make it happen.”

Open-air painting event returns to island

An outdoor painting event that 
annually attracts dozens of artists to 
Chincoteague is celebrating its 20th 
year. 

The Chincoteague Cultural Al- 
liance’s 20th annual Plein Air Art 
Event will be Sept. 2 to 9. 

Fifty-five artist slots — the max- 
imum the show venue at the Chin- 
coteague Community Center will hold 
— filled up within minutes of regis- 
tration opening in June. 

During the weeklong event, Chin- 
coteague residents and visitors likely 
will spot artists, working in various 
media, painting scenes around Chin- 
coteague and Assateague islands. 

“Plein air painting is about leaving 
the four walls of your studio behind 
and experiencing painting and draw- 
ing in the landscape,” according to 
the Artists Network website. 

“En plein air,” in French means “in 
the open air.” 

The method goes back for centuries 
“but was truly made into an art form 
by the French Impressionists” accord- 
ing to the website. 

Impressionists’ desire to capture 
the changing qualities of light, along 
with the creation of more easily trans- 
portable paints and easels, led to the 
increased popularity of the practice. 

The Chincoteague event features 
artists from the Eastern Shore and 
beyond — including New Jersey and 
Texas — painting outdoors through- 
out the week, with the results on dis- 
play and for sale to the public at the 
Chincoteague Center, 6155 Communi- 
ty Drive, Chincoteague, on Saturday 
evening, Sept. 9, from 6 to 9 p.m. 

“The show itself on Saturday eve- 
ning is always very lively,” said Mad- 
eleine Adamson, CCA board member 
and treasurer. 

By 6 p.m., opening time, a line typ- 
ically has formed outside the doors, 
according to Adamson.

“They want to get first dibs on the 
painting that they like,” she said. 

The show, in addition to the oppor- 
tunity to view and purchase artwork, 
includes free refreshments and a cash 
bar.

“The paintings that (the artists) 
bring to the show have to have been 
done that week, on site,” Adamson said. 

Chincoteague artist Nancy West 
spearheaded the first plein air show on 
the island in 2003, the same year the 
CCA was organized.

West heads up the quick draw 
event. 

Registration for the quick draw 
event opens at 12:30 p.m. that day 
and costs $5. 

Participants will have two hours, 
from 1 to 3 p.m., to paint scenes in 
the park vicinity. 

“You have to stay in hearing range 
of the conch shell that (West) blows” 


to signal the event’s end, Adamson 
said. 

“Tt’s really interesting to see what 
the artists choose to paint, because you 
have the water there, and you have the 
downtown with its small buildings. You 
get areal mixture of what people decide 
is interesting to them — and that they 
can do in two hours,” she said.

The music blaring 
from a speaker was from the 1980s. 

A song by the band Chicago called “You’re the 
Inspiration” played as CL Brown pulled out a bun. 

Brown, who legally changed his name several 
years ago to “CL,” with no periods, used tongs to 
place a hot dog in the bun crease. 

“T’ll have regular customers. I will have their 
order all ready,” said Brown, who was staffing the 
No Limits Eastern Shore hot dog cart on Friday, 
Aug. 25. 

“They will say, “You have a good memory.’ Well, 
sometimes I do and sometimes I don’t.” 

Brown put sauerkraut on a hot dog and handed it 
to a customer as Bruce Hornsby’s song, “The Way It 
Is,” played on the speaker. 

Then he talked a bit about how he came to No 
Limits, a nonprofit in Tasley that helps adult sur- 
vivors of brain injuries with day support and other 
programs. 

No Limits serves 50 survivors of brain injuries 
each year. 

On June 23, 1990, Brown was severely injured 
while riding in the back seat of a vehicle involved 
in a head-on collision on the Chesapeake Bay 
Bridge-Tunnel. 

He usually rode in the front seat but someone 
else already was sitting there, so he climbed in the 
back. 

The front-seat passenger died. Brown almost did. 

“T had to learn how to walk, talk, everything, all 
over again,” he said. 

The COVID-19 pandemic paused operation of 
the hot dog cart, which was funded by the Eastern 
Shore of Virginia Community Foundation. Now it is 
open one Friday a month. 

“This is our first year getting it back,” said Ra- 
chel Evans, the No Limits executive director. 

She said of Brown, “He does really well with it.” 

He was equally complimentary: “I love No Lim- 
its,” he said. 

A vehicle pulled into the No Limits parking lot at 
24546 Coastal Blvd., Tasley. 

Two customers walked up and placed an order. 

Brown pulled out his tongs, grabbed a bun, and 
bobbed his head as the song “Forever Young,” by 
Rod Stewart, played on the speaker.

Town names members 
to development team

The Onancock Town Council ap- 
pointed board members to its new 
Economic Development Authority 
during its meeting on Monday, Aug. 
28. 

New EDA members are Joy Marino, 
Jeff Vernimb, Jake Dillon, Rosemary 
Paparo, Steve Johnsen, Bill Chandler, 
and Katie Schwab. 

The group has combined experience 
in real estate, civic organizations, 
local government, law, insurance, and 
financial institutions. 

“We were very lucky,” Onancock’s 
Town Manager Matt Spuck said of the 
pool of applicants. 

The Onancock Town Council voted 
June 26 to create a town Econom- 
ic Development Authority with a 
near-term purpose to serve as a 
pass-through body for funding a 
state grant awarded to Onancock to 
renovate the Lilliston building at 51 
Market St. 

In the future, the EDA “opens us 
up for additional funding avenues 
to stimulate the businesses in Onan- 
cock,” Spuck said. 

“That gives us some exciting oppor- 
tunities,” he said. 


The EDA is a subdivision of Onan- 
cock and will report to Onancock’s 
town council. When reviewing appli- 
cants for the EDA board, town council 
members looked for a group witha 
broad base of experience, Spuck said. 

The town council put out a call 
for volunteers for the seven-member 
board of the EDA on its website and 
received nine applications. Up to 
three town council members can serve 
on the board. 

Kasey Grier, a town resident, spoke 
during public comment to express 
concerns “about the methodology 
used in the creation” of the new au- 
thority. 

“Putting the application on the 
town website is not sufficient for 
recruiting people who can speak for 
underrepresented constituencies,” she 
said, naming east Market Street and 
minority business owners and “youth- 
ful entrepreneurs” as examples. 

“Tt has the potential to be such a 
powerful tool for addressing issues 
associated with the economic life of 
the town,” Grier said of the EDA. 

The EDA’s first steps will be to 
write its bylaws, and then review any 
federal opportunities, Spuck said. He 
said the group will likely meet quar- 
terly or as needed.

Performance pavilion becomes zoning puzzle

The Onancock Town Council plans to enforce 
guidelines for a performance pavilion in town using 
a special use permit process. 

The move to add new language to the town’s zon- 
ing code comes after the Onancock Planning Com- 
mission voted 4-1 to recommended no changes to the 
language during its meeting on Monday, Aug. 7. 

“The purpose of a performance venue is to per- 
form. It is not a special use,” the planning commis- 
sion wrote in a letter penned to the town council 
Aug. 15. 

But the town’s attorney, Eric Gregory, said 
Onancock’s town council is not required to follow 
the planning commission’s advice. 

“The planning commission’s recommendation is 
just that: a recommendation,” he said during the 
town council meeting Monday, Aug. 28. 

The performance pavilion is a project by Friends 
of Onancock School, which operates the nonprofit 
Historic Onancock School on College Avenue. 

FOS obtained the necessary permits and received 
a vote of support from the town council before 
starting construction on the pavilion in November, 
but paused work after neighbors expressed concerns 
about issues ranging from traffic and crowd control 
to noise, alcohol sales, and potential vandalism of 
the venue. 

The Onancock Town Council has met several times 
to discuss proposed guidelines to manage future 
performances at the stage, ranging from what time 
of day to allow concerts to the number of perfor- 
mances permitted per season and security, alcohol, 
and parking guidelines. 


By right or by permit? 


The town attorney’s “strong suggestion” is to 
use a special use permit to enforce those guide- 
lines, said Town Manager Matt Spuck during a 
special pavilion meeting in May. 

That process would require FOS to submit an 
application for a special use permit from Onan- 
cock, triggering a series of official procedures 
that would involve at least two public hearings 
by Onancock’s planning commission and town 
council, Spuck said during the meeting. 

But the Onancock Planning Commission said 


What it means 


i Onancock's planning commission recommended 
that the town's performance pavilion doesn't need a 
special use permit — a ruling that would speed along 
construction of the pavilion and bring concerts to 
town sooner.

The hear- 
ings would lead to allowing a special use permit for 
the pavilion.

an ordinance the town council adopted in 2008 
“alone allows for the Friends of Onancock School 
to build the facility and use it for performances.” 

FOS began leasing the HOS property in 2007. 
The next year, the Onancock Town Council 
created the Cultural, Recreational and Com- 
munity Facilities zoning district to distinguish 
the property from the town’s Parks and Open 
Spaces District. HOS is the only property in the 
district. 

Uses allowed in the district include “facilities 
for cultural, recreational, social and community 
uses such as, but not limited to, practice, perfor- 
mance and display of the visual and performing 
arts, educational activities, recreation and phys- 
ical fitness activities, meetings, conferences and 
other community or social gatherings,” accord- 
ing to the ordinance. 

However, that section of the town’s code was 
erroneously excluded when the document was 
digitized two years ago on Municode, Spuck said. 


“Anything that was not included in that newly 
created book no longer exists as an ordinance,” 
he said, because the zoning ordinance was ad- 
opted as-written, leading to the town council’s 
consideration of how to re-codify the section of 
Onancock’s guiding document. 


Hearings upcoming 


To include that section of the code again, Onan- 
cock’s planning commission and town council plan 
to hold two separate public hearings, when they 
will hear comments on the proposed changes. 

With the public hearings the pavilion project 
may be able to move forward by November, Gregory 
said, though special meetings could speed up that 
process. 

“Given all the concerns with the FOS plans and 
the events in the pavilion ... I would suggest that 
you consider a version of the ordinance that would 
impose a special use permit provision,” Gregory 
said. 

“Tf you just make it a by-right use as the 2008 
ordinance would do, then you don’t have any real 
control over a given use or way to impose condi- 
tions upon those uses,” he said. 

Eight residents commented on the pavilion 
during the public comment section of the town 
council’s meeting. 

“The Friends of Onancock School has faithfully 
executed the trust you placed in them for 16 years. 
Changing the rules at this point would be unjust,” 
said Janet Rochester of the proposed changes. 

Others agreed with the proposed addition of spe- 
cial use permit provisions to the town’s code. 

“A special use permit is in order,” said Gregory 
Felthousen. 

“Please come together and make this work,” said 
Margie Labadie, an artist at HOS. 

The full language of the Cultural, Recreation- 
al and Community Facilities Zoning ordinance is 
available on page 40 of the Town of Onancock’s 
Zoning Ordinance.

Onancock to apply 
for industrial grant 
to renovate downtown 


Property at 20 Market St. targeted for improvements

Onancock is poised to apply for an- 
other $1 million loan to renovate a 
downtown business. 

In a 4-2 vote, the town council support- 
ed a resolution that allows the town to ap- 
ply for an Industrial Revitalization Fund 
loan for improvements at 20 Market St. 

Mayor Fletcher Fosque refrained 
from voting on the issue, as he and his 
wife Janet Fosque own the property. 

“This is aone-time opportunity,” said 
council member Cindy Holdren during 
the town council’s Aug. 28 meeting. 

The resolution comes on the heels 
of a $64,000 planning grant that pro- 
vides the blueprint for improvements 
to be achieved if the town receives the 
IRF funds, Town Manager Matt Spuck 
said. The application is due Oct. 27. 

If the town is awarded the $1 mil- 
lion loan, it would become part of a 
revolving loan fund that “would come 
back to the town with each loan pay- 
ment,” Spuck said. 

“Those dollars can then be loaned 
out to another local businessperson,” 
he said. 

“These revolving funds help the 
town in perpetuity,” Spuck said. 
“That’s why I’m a big fan of these re- 
volving loan funds. 

“Not only do they help the building 
that’s in front of us. They help build- 
ings down the road and we get to keep 
that money for a long, long time — as 
long as we continue to have buildings 
that need help.” 

Council member Joy Marino agreed 
“this is a great way to fill empty

buildings downtown,” but added that 
she would like to ask Onancock’s new- 
ly appointed Economic Development 
Authority board members about the 
project before giving the green light 
for the application. 

“Let’s get their opinion. That’s 
their purpose — is to spearhead eco- 
nomic development,” she said. 

But postponing work on the IRF 
application could make it less com- 
petitive, Spuck said. 

“Because these are extensive appli- 
cations, it takes weeks and weeks” to 
complete them, he said. “If we were 
to wait, we would lose the opportu- 
nity to prepare an adequate applica- 
tion.” 

The IRF received funding through 
the American Rescue Plan Act, which 
assisted with economic recovery from 
the effects of the COVID-19 pandemic. 

“It’s going away after this year,” 
Spuck said of the ARPA funding. 
“We'll have to get it (the IRF ap- 
plication) in to this cycle, if you so 
choose.”
